THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT HAS RENEWED ITS DETERMIN- 
TION TO BUILD INFORMAL TIES WITH BANGLADESH ON THE BASIS 
OF FREIENDLY COOPERATION, COMMON UNDERSTANDING AND MUTUAL 
RESPECT FOR EACH OTHER, CABLES ENA CHIEF EDITOR GOLAM 
RASUL MALLIC. 

THIS WAS STATED BY STATE DEPARTMENT SENIOR AIDE 
ADOLPH DUBS, HEAD OF SOUTH ASIA DESK, IN AN EXCLUSIVE 
INTERVIEW TODAY. 

ANSWERING QUESTIONS ON US-BANGLADESH RELATIONS, THE 

STATE DEPARTMENT AIDE DESCRIBED THOSE AS 'WARM AND FRIENDLY’ 
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GROWING STRONGER OVER THE YEARS. 

HE SAID, THE UNITEED STATES WAS PLEASED TO FIND THAT 
THE RELATION BETWEEN HIS GOVERNMENT AND BANGLADESH WAS
